You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in said 
New Ipswich on Tuesday the eleventh day of March next at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year; and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise four hundred dol- 
lars for maintenance work for the State Road. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise money for a Public 


Health Nurse. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise money for Memo- 
rial Day. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise money for Old 
Home Day. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of Taxes. 


8. To choose one member of the Electric Light Committee. 
9. ‘To choose one Trustee for the Trust Funds. 


10. To see if the Town will choose the Trustees of the trust 
funds for the trustees of the Spaulding School Fund.

11. To see if the Town will raise Fifteen Hundred Dollars 
for Street lighting. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise two thousand three 
hundred and fifty dollars, two thousand to be paid on the prin- 
cipal of the note, and three hundred and fifty dollars to be paid 
as one year’s interest. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise four hundred dol- 
lars to prevent the spread of the White Pine Blister rust. In 
addition to this the State will give one hundred dollars and fur- 
nish a Supervisor for the work. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise money to extend the 
Electric Light Line from Jones’ Corner to Davis Village. Then 
to August Pajaris.. Then over Poor Farm Hill to the Herbert 
Chandler Farm, and from Fred Fox Corner to Henry Ericksons 


15. To see if the Town will vote to extend the Electric Light 
Line from High Bridge to Regis Parent’s Farm and raise money 
for the same. : 


16.- To see if the Town will vote to construct an Electric 
Light Line from the top of Town Hill to the residences of Matti

TO THE SCHOOL BoAarRD AND CitTi7 ENS OF NEw Ipswicu: 


My first annual report as superintendent of schools in this 
district will necessarily be brief because of my short acquaint- 
ance with your school system. First let me pay tribute to my 
predecessor, Mr. Currier, for the splendid organization of 
school affairs throughout the district which has made it possible 
for me to take over the work at such decided advantage. 


PROGRAM OF STUDIES 


In the first six grades we are following the program of studies 
recommended by the State Board of Education which is in 
almost universal use throughout the state. In the seventh and 
eighth grades we are following a modified form of Junior High 
school work, and a similar program is in preparation at the 
state office for these grades so that we are able to take advantage 
of some of the material which has already been prepared for 
that program, strengthening the work of preparing for high 
school. : 
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THE TEACHING STAFF 

New Ipswich is fortunate in having been able to retain good 
teachers, only one change having been made since last year. 
This permanency of teaching force makes possible more con- 
tinuous progress in school work. Miss Esther Monson was 
secured for the Number Four school and she is giving very good 
service though her preparation consisted of only one summer 
session at the Keene Normal School and she was- without 
experience. 

Good schools depend more upon good teachers than upon any 
other factor or perhaps upon all other factors combined, and 
good teachers command good salaries. The average salary of 
women teachers in elementary schools in New Hampshire last 
year was a bit over $900. Salaries in the states to the south of 
us are considerably higher than that, and New Ipswich lies 
on the Massachusetts line, so we must expect to pay good 
salaries if we are to secure and keep good teachers. 


SCHOOL PROGRESS 


From observation of the work in the school rooms I believe 
that normal progress is being made and in some cases better _ 
than normal. This, however, is a general statement and mere 
observation is not a reliable means of measuring the efficiency 
of instruction. Such a measure is possible through judicious 
use of standard tests. A series of tests in all the elementary 
schools was given in October, similar to those given last year, 
in silent reading, language, handwriting, spelling, and arithme- 
tic. Individual record sheets have been prepared and class 
averages are also kept. The tests given have been extensively 
used in other school systems so that fairly accurate standards 
for comparison are available. It is not yet time to give a de- 
tailed account of the results, for a series of such tests is neces- 
sary to make a fair summary either of class scores or of indi- 
vidual records. The tests will be repeated in May and we 
plan to have them given twice each year. The results will 
become more and more valuable as time goes on. The purpose 
is, of course, not only to measure progress but to point out 
defects and to suggest remedies where defects are found. Ade- 
quate text books are in use in practically all of the subjects 
but we need a better series of texts in language and grammar 
and a greater variety of reading books. 

Last Nowember uniform tests in arithmetic and spelling were 
given throughout New Hampshire. The spelling test was one 
in which a number of city eighth grades had averaged about 
74%. The average in all New Hampshire eighth grades was 
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67.42%. The average inthe New Ipswich eighth grade was 
82.3%. The arithmetic test was one that was given in Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, in 1846, to first year High School pupils, 
and their rank was 29.41%. New Hampshire eighth grades 
averaged on the same test 49.29% and the New Ipswich eighth 
grade average was 24%. 


ATTENDANCE 


The table of statistics following this report shows that the 
percent of attendance in New Ipswich last year was nearly 5% 
lower than the state average. The attendance was low the 
first month of this school year, due very largely to the absence 
of a few pupils whose parents kept them out of school for work, 
so that it was necessary to call upon the state officer to assist 
local officers in the enforcement of the law. Two cases In court 
resulted in conviction and fines, and another case is still in the 
hands of the state officers. Since then the attendance has been 
very satisfactory and the average for the first twelve weeks is 
about 1% higher than the state average for last year. 

The law requires all children between the. ages of eight and 
fourteen years, and all those between fourteen and sixteen years 
who have not finished the eighth grade, to be in school all of 
the time the schools are in session, and it places the responsibi- 
lity upon the parents to see that they are there. This covers 
tardiness as well as absence, and the law will be enforced. Ab- 
sence can be excused only in case of sickness, and tardiness ts 
inexcusable at any time. 


HEALTH WorRK 


The regular medical inspection was made in October by the 
school physician, Dr. Pease, assisted by the nurse, Miss Cather- 
ine Wadleigh. The follow-up work has been cared for by the 
nurse. Such health work is ofthe greatest importance not only 
in correcting such defects as poor teeth, diseased tonsils, and 
adenoid growths, which are undoubtedly the cause of much ill 
health in children, but in looking after the general conditions 
and informing parents about precautions to be taken in sick- 
ness and in the prevention of disease. 

The school buildings have been progressively improved as to 
the lighting and sanitary provisions, with very satisfactory 
results. The windows are at the pupils’ left hand and rear in 
all of the school rooms except the two in Number One, and the 
toilets are fairly satisfactory in all but this schoolhouse also. 
We hope the alterations needed there may be made next summer. 
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Pustic INTEREST 

-The work of the schools ts brought to public notice by exer- 
cises which the children give in connection with community 
meetings and at the exhibits sponsored by the Parent Teacher 
Association, to whom the schools are indebted In many ways. 
Such work reveals in a measure the quality of the school instruc- 
tion, especially in music, but personal visiting by the parents 
is always to be urged. The more completely parents know and 
understand the actual work of the pupils in class the better 
it is for both parents and school. 


GENERAL SCHOOL PROGRESS 


The State Board of Education has just issued a pamphlet 
entitled ‘“‘School Progress in New Hampshire in Five Years,” 
which I wish it were possible to reproduce here. Those inter- 
ested may secure copies by writing to the State Board of Edu- 
cation. Here are a few of the outstanding items:— 

The number of schools in the state having less than thirty- 
six weeks in the school year has been reduced from 924 in 1919 
to 12 in 1923. This means that in the poor towns the period of 
elementary education has been increased from six and two- 
thirds years to eight full years. High School enrollment has 
increased from 12,087 in 1919 to 17,023 in 1923. The enrollment 
in the Normal Schools has increased from 290 in 1919 to 617 
this year. 

The percent of fully trained teachers has increased from 32% 
of the whole in 1919 to 42% in 1923. The gain in partly trained 
teachers is from 32% to 46%, and the untrained teachers have 
been reduced from 34% to 12%. We are getting rid of the 
transient teacher, for in 1919 540 teachers changed positions 
during the year but in 1923 only 187. Medical inspection was 
available for only 34% of the children in 1919; now it Is pro- 
vided for 100%. The number of unsuitable buildings in use 
has been reduced from 500 to 85. It is estimated that the gain 
for rural schools in poor towns has been from 40% efficiency 
up to about 70% efficiency. This has been accomplished at a 
cost to the taxpayer of only 64 cents a year for each thousand 
dollars of his assessed property. 


ScHooL NEEDS 


The alterations mentioned above for the Number One school- 
house are the most important needs at the present time. Each 
room there is now lighted on three sides. It is pretty generally 
agreed that a standard schoolroom should be lighted from the 
left chiefly but rear light is permissible and in some cases nec- 
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essary. The three windows on the pupils’ right hand in the 
Intermediate room should be closed up and the sashes put 
in between those on the left. In the Primary room the seats 
should be turned to face toward the front of the building and 
the two windows in that side should be closed up and the 
sashes put in between those in the end of the building, one each 
side of the chimney. This arrangement will provide additional 
blackboard space. The basement is large and deep and is the 
best place for the heating equipment, which might well be two 
one-pipe furnaces with pipes for fresh air from outside of the 
building to be brought in and heated and circulated through the 
rooms. Chemical toilets are recommended for schools where 
flush closets cannot be used, and they could be installed here 
without great expense, and the outhouses now used should be 
removed for sanitary reasons. 

Close estimates of cost for these improvements are not at 
hand, but ought to be ready for the March meeting. No extra 
money would need to be raised, however, because of the large 
balance that will remain in the school treasury at the end of 
the present school year. At the last March meeting a sufficient 
sum of money was raised to maintain the schools without state 
aid, because the Legislature of 1921 did not provide enough 
money for state aid to meet the needs of all towns and New 
Ipswich was one of those whose state aid was largely reduced. 
But the Legislature of 1923 made appropriation of money for 
state aid sufficient to meet the needs of all towns in the state 
entitled to aid, and the amount apportioned and paid to New 
Ipswich for the present year ts $2,732.80. “This releases a like 
amount of local funds which the district may use for other pur- 
poses, and I would suggest that a portion of it be used for the 
improvements mentioned above, and for painting such school- 
houses as may need painting. 

The loyalty and efficiency of the teachers, the wise and sympa- 
thetic guidance of the school board, and the steadfast purpose 
of the townspeople to maintain good schools assure a high 
grade of public education for New Ipswich; it ts a delight to 
serve in such conditions as these.

The pupils in the schools have been continuing along the 
same lines as last year with the exception of the second, third, 
and in some instances, the fourth grades. An easy music 
reader, “Primary Melodies,”’ was placed in the hands of these 
pupils and they are getting better drill in note reading than they 
would get by starting in so young in the First Reader of the same 
series. 

The students did special work in music for Memorial Day, 
Graduation, Hallowe’en, Thanksgiving, and Christmas. At 
the time of the Children’s Fair, each school had special songs 
which they sang very ereditables 

The support of the Superintendent and School Board has 
been much appreciated.

To THE ScHoot Districr oF NEw Ipswicu: 

This year marks a change in the supervision of our schools. 
The resignation of Mr. Ralph P. Currier was keenly regretted. 
Mr. Currier has served the District faithfully and successfully 
for the past four years, and his achievements did much to raise 
the standards of the schools. The town is however, fortunate 
in-securing Mr. Vernon S. Ames, a superintendent of several 
years’ experience, whose ability in this branch of educational 
work has been highly commended.

_ During the first part of the fall term the per cent of attend- 
ance was very low. Investigation revealed the fact that chil- 
dren were being kept home to work. In accordance with the 
law, much has been done by the local truant officer to correct 
this wrong, while a few questionable cases were referred to the 
state authorities.- The pupil attending school every day is as 
a rule, more interested, gets higher ranks, and graduates at an 
earlier age than the one who is absent frequently. We hope 
parents will co-operate by voluntarily sending their children 
to school regularly, thus affording them the opportunity to get . 
a more thorough elementary education, which will be of great 
benefit in later life. 

One side of the schoolhouse roof in District Number Six 
should be reshingled. It has been patched, but still continues 
to leak. 

The exterior of the Smithville school was repainted last 
summer. Other buildings greatly in need of outside paint are: 

the Center, Highbridge and Number 6 schools. 


Extensive repairs and alterations are extremely essential 
at the Center school this year. Aside from the painting pre- 
viously mentioned, the most important changes needed are: 
new attic and cellar stairs; most efficient and economical means 
of heating installed to replace worn out stoves; a few new 
blackboards; windows changed to give proper lighting; new 
toilets. The outbuildings in connection with this school have 
been condemned by the local Board of Health for sanitary 
reasons. 

‘This year the School District has received its apportionment 
of state aid money. Since enough money was raised at the 
District Meeting last March, to cover the entire cost of the 
schools, there will be a balance of approximately $2,000. We 
recommend that this unexpended balance be used far the 
necessary painting, alterations and repairs explained above. 


For the many ways in which the schools have been benefitted 
by the continued activities of the Parent Teachers’ Association 
and the Red Cross, we express appreciation. ‘The excellent 
work accomplished by these two worthy organizations cannot 
be too highly praised.
